Born in Buttenhaus, Sept. 20, 1875, 
Erzberger was the son of a poor 
tailor.

became a brilliant speaker and poli- 
tician. 

He was elected to the Reichstag 
in 1903 as member of the Center 
(Catholic) party. as representative 
of smaH farmers and became one of 
‘the leaders of a small liberal wing 
of that party. 

He is said to have been a pan-Ger- 
man during the early part of the 
‘war and to have engaged actively in 
| spreading German propaganda. He

HE text of the United 
States - Germany treaty, 
signed yesterday, follows: 

Part one: 

The United States of America 
and Germany: 


Considering that the United 
States, acting in conjunction 
with its co-belligerents, entered 
into an armistice with Germany 
on Nov. 11, 1918, in order that a 
treaty of peace might be con- 
cluded; 


Considering that the treaty of 
Versailles was signed on June 
28, 1919, and came into force 
according to the terms of its 
article 440, but has not been rat- 
ified by the United States; 

Considering that the Congress 
of the United States passed a 
joint resolution, approved by the 
President July 2, 1921, which 
reads in part as follows: 


CONGRESS RESOLUTION. 


“Resolved, By the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, that the state 
of war declared to exist between 
the. Imperial German Govern- 
ment and the United States of 
America by the joint resolution 
of Congress approved April 6, 
1917, is hereby declared at an 
end. 

“Sec, 2. That in making 
this declaration, and as a part 
of it there are expressly reserved 
to the United States of America 
and its nationals any and all 
rights, privileges, indemnities,

Who, having communicated 
their full powers, found to be 
in good and due form, have 
agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. 

Germany undertakes to accord 
to the United States, and the 
United States shall have and 
enjoy all the rights, privileges, 
indemnities, reparations or ad- 
vantages specified in the afore- 
said joint resolution of the Con- 
gress of the United States of 
July 2, 1921, including all the 
rights and advantages stipulated 
for the benefit of the United 
States in the treaty of Versailles, 
which the United States shall 
fully enjoy, notwithstanding the 
fact that such treaty has not 
been ratified by the United 
States.

Done in duplicate in Berlin, 
this 25th day of August, 1921. 


State Statement. 


The following statement with 
respect to the treaty was made 
by the State Department: 

“The treaty defining peace re- 
lations between the United 
States and Germany was signed 
at Berlin today (Thursday). ‘It 
was signed on behalf of the 
President of the United States 
by Ellis Loring Dresel, Commis- 
sioner of the United States, who 
had received full powers for the 
purpose, and on behalf of the 
President of Germany by Dr. 
Friedrich Rosen, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. " 

“The treaty with Germany is 
in accord with the peace resolu- 
tion adopted by Congress and 
approved by the President on 
July 2, 1921. 

“The preamble of the treaty 
recites sections 1, 2 and & of the 
resolution, which relate to Ger- 
many. 

“Article 1 of the treaty pro- 
vides that the United States shall 
have all the rights and advan- 
tages specified in the resolution, 
including those stipulated for the 
benefit of the United States in 
the treaty of Versailles. 

Obligations Defined. 

“Article 2 of the treaty de- 
fines more particularly the obli- 
gations of Germany with respect 
to certain provisions in the 
treaty of Versailles, thus it is 
provided that the rights and ad- 
vantages stipulated in the treaty 
of Versailles for the benefit of 
the United Statés which it is in- 
tended the United States shall 
enjoy are those defined in Sec- 
tion 1 of Part IV and Parts Vv, 
VI, VIII, IX, X, XI, XII, XIv 
and XV. 

“Section 1 of Part IV contains 
the provisions by which Ger- 
many renounced her former 
overseas possessions in favor of 
the principal allied and asso- 
ciated Powers.

After you have formed your driv- 
ing ground game and settled it so 
that it is second nature, then you 
can use the chop, provided that 
you make it a defensive shot. 

The chop stroke is the stroke to 
take speed out of your opponent's 
game, both on his return and on 
his whole game. It is exceeding- 
ly hard to hit fast off a good chop. 
How Walter Merrill Hal) ever con- 
sistently drove Wallace Johnson's 
chop in their famous match this 
year in the national was a puzzle 
to all who saw it. Williams is the 
only man in America who con- 
sistently kills by driving off John- 
son's chop. Williams simply ‘‘eats 
it alive’’ and “laces the cover orf 
the pill’ every time. 

Method of Stroke. 

The chop stroke should be made 
with the footwork which applies 
to other strokes, but it is one 
stroke which may be made with 
the weight pulling away from the 
ball—that is, on the forehand, the 
weight may be on the left foot and 
the feet may be parallel] to the 
base line. This should not be done 
if it can be avoided. The feet 
should be paralle] to the sideline 
and left foot advanced about 16 
inches, with weight on right foot 
and traveling onto the left with 
the shot. This is much more cor- 
rect and safe, although the other 
footwork may be used. 

The racquet work of the chop 
stroke varies greatly from all other 
shuts. It is largely a wrist shot 
and the racquet undercuts or goes 
under the ball, not over it, as in 
ali other shots. It is not a “‘top,” 
but an undercut that puts the drop 
on the ball. Thus one cannot hit 
a chop as hard as a drive, since 
there is nothing to hold it in court. 
This explains in a very few words 
why the chop must almost always 
be defensive, since a consistently 
offensive shot must have fast pace. 

It ia more important to keep your 
eye on the ball on the chop stroko 
than any other except the volley, 
because the slightest mishit will 
ruin your shot, a little too mucn 
under the ball lifts it out, a little 


| too full puts it in the net. 


When Not to Chop. 

As far as possible never use the 
chop stroke when your opponen-: 
ice at the net, because your chop 
has little speed and no sharp drop 
and, consequently, is exceedingly 
easy to volley, unless. perfectly 
placed. 

The best time to use the chop 
stroke is when you are to the bad. 
Chop deep to your opponent's 
backhand. The spin on the chop 
keeps it low and exceedingly hard 
to hit with any degree of certain- 
ty. This is Wallace Johnson's fa- 
vorite method of attack; he hits 
three out of four shots to your 
backhand, and you usually miss 
about two out of the three. 

Another exceedingly good 
for-the chop is to drop a short,

soft, cross-court shot close to the 
net at an extreme angle when the 
other man is back. The spin keeps 
it so low that the only thing he 
can do with it is either lob or put 
it in the net (with five chances to 
one on the net). 

It is most essential in the chop 
stroke to develop what the golfer 
calls the “follow through.” Have 
your racquet follow the ball even 
after the bal! leaves it free. In oth- 
er words, “finish” your shot. Make 
it polished and look well, not be- 
cause*the crowd will like it, buc 
because that “follow through” is 
what holds your chop stroke in 
court. It is the drop on your shot 

An Effective Defense. 

A few years ago there was «a 
well-known player, Henry Mullen- 
hauer of New York, who depended 
so entirely on speed that they 
called him the “Flying Dutch- 
man.” 1 have seen that man 
beaten 12 times by the same young 
player simply because he could not 
handle-the chop stroke used first 
deep and then short. The poor 
man nearly passed out from chas- 
ing them. So there are uses for 
the chop, as there are uses for 
many other things, but let your 
head and brain tell you when to 
use it, not use it simply because it 
is the easiest shot to make, or rath- 
er nearly make, in tennis. Re- 
member this always, that in tennis 
the things that are easily done ev- 
erybody does, and they won't win 
for you. The shots that are good 
and that will beat good men 
quire concentration and work evy- 
ery minute you are on a tennis 
court. Dr. E. B. Dewhurst once 
said to a young player: 

“Remember, Roy, you will never 
get any more out of tennis than 
you put in it. If you want to be 
good and will give your time and 
work to the game, you can be, but 
no loafer ever can be good.” Use 
your head on your strokes, but es- 
pecially your chop stroke. It re- 
quires about twice as much head- 
work and half as much racquet 
work as any other shot. To sum 
up: 

1. The chop stroke should be 
used only where the other man ts 
back. 

2. It should be placed, not hit 
for speed. 

8. It should always be hit low, 
never high, except as a lob. 

4. Mix it up, short and long, 
cross and straight. Never get in 
the habit of only hitting it in the 
one place, but general direction to 
the backhand of your opponent. 

5. Use correct footwork, if pos- 
sible. 

6. “Follow through.” Undercut 
your shot.

UICY fruit pies present unexpect- 


J ed difficulties to the home cook 
owing to their tendency to become 


SOggY. Specialists in the experi- 


pectin use equal amounts of juice 
and sugar in making the jelly. If 
less pectin is present it will gather 
into small globules and the amount 
of sugar should be decreased. Such 
fruits as currants and partially ri- 
pened grapes are rich in pectin and 
fairly acid, hence the proper propor- 
tion for jelly is one cup of sugar to 
one cup of juice. Rasp berries, 
blackberries and also fruit to which 
much water must be added to make 
the fruit juice extractions, as apples, 
crabapples, quinces and cranberries, 
require only % cup of sugar to one 
cup water. These proportions are 
given for the first extraction of juice 
A great deal depends upon the condi- 
tion of the fruit itself. If the juice

The total time of cooking 
varies from 8 to 20 minutes, depend- 
ing on the kind and concentration 
of the juice.
